President 
K eefe and th e 
d elegates representing tlie labor (de­ 
m ents In withdraw lug 
declared that 
the men would not accept the scale. 
P resident L ivingstone of the laike 
Carriers* association said: 
“W e have offered 
th e men all w e 
can afford to p ay— a continuation of 
the w ages of last year. 
They have re­ 
fused to accept this. 
That is the sit­ 
uation.”

Livingstone, 
when 
asked 
if 
this 
meant that 
lake traffic 
would 
again bo tied up said he did not think 
that 
conclusion follow s 
necessarily 
and added: 
“I feel sure w e can got firemen for 
tho boots. 
W e are anxious to com e to 
term s with the m en and did all we 
could he reasonably 
expected to se­ 
cure Hmm, but the agreem ent seem s 
Im possible.” 
President K eefe of the Longshore­ 
m en's association declined to d iscu ss 
the rupture b etw een 
the labor dele­ 
gates and the luke carriers. 
The opinion is freely expressed now 
that the breach will not extend to the 
threatened tying up of freight traffic

Charette, two em ployes of the Twin 
City Telephone com pany, drew their 
revolvers and opened fire on their as­ 
sailants Tuesday afternoon at Central 
aven u e and U niversity aven u e south­ 
east. 
A bullet from H all’s revolver strnc’ 
Ward 
I*. Werrtng, inflicting a pain­ 
ful but not dangerous wound in the 
calf of the right leg. 
H all promptly 
surrendered him self to the police, and 
upon 
acknowledging 
that lie 
shot 
W erring he was locked up on a charge 
of assault 
with dangerous 
w eapons. 
C harette was also arrested on a charge 
of disorderly conduct, 
and W erring ' 
w as likew ise placed tinder arrest as 
soon 
as the wound 
in his leg 
was 
dre.-si ii 
W hile the police w ere taking 
Hall and Charette to the E ast Side sta­ 
tion, Clifford H. W erring, a brother of 
the injured 
man, attacked 
Special 
Officer 
fionyea, 
who had 
Hall 
in 
charge, in his frenzy to get at tho man 
w ho shot ills brother, and w as himself 
placed under arrest on a charge of as­ 
sault and battery.
